GARY'S SUCCESSOR 
CAUSE CONJECTURE 


FINANCIAL WORLD

New York, Aug. 16.—Wall street 


oonjuecture today centered around 
more than half a dozen men in dls 
cussing the choice of a successor 
lo Klbert IT. Gary, chairmr.n of the 
board of the United States Steel 
Corporation, .who died yesterday. 


The New York Times says per- 


sons in close touch with the organ- 
ization indicated the new chairman 
already had been selected by tho 
imminent interests in the corpora- 
tion, but his Identity would not be 
revealed until the board of direc- 
tors formally announced the elec- 
tion. 


The best guess of the financial 


'•(immunity, the Times says, Is that 
former Governor Nathan L. Miller, 
general counsel for the Steel Cor- 
poratlon. will be named. The Times 
adds that President Coolidge was 
discussed seriously in some quar- 
ters as a possibility, but the gen- 
eral impression was that he could 
nol be pprsuaded to take the post 
should controlling interest in the 
corporation decide to offer it to 
him- Several Men Mentioned. 


Others who figured prominently 


in Wall Street discussions includ- 
ed James A. Farrell, president of 
tiie corporation Cyrou C. Taylor, 
a director and member of the 
fi- 


nance committee Pierre 'UuPonjt, 
liairman of the board of the Gen- 
ial Motors Corporation and 
a 


large stockholder of United States 
Steel; Dwight Morrow, partner in 
Hie (firm of .1. P. Morgan & Co.; 
Orlando F. Weber, president of the. 
Allied Chemical and Dye Corpora- 
tion; Senator David A. Reed, of 
Pennsylvania; Eugene 
G. Grace, 


president of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, and' George Gordon

Mr. Gary's fortune furnished an- 


other topic for speculation. Esti- 
mates of the wealth he amassed va 
ried widely. One Wall Street au- 
thority placed it as high as $45,000,- 
000, while others fixed the total at 
figures ranging from 86,000,000 to 
530,000,000. 


Gary's Salary Conjecture. 


Mr. Gary's salary also had been 


a matter of speculation in Wall 
Street. Often it was estimated at 
$100,000 a year, but it was also re- 
ported that he had a commission 
on earnings which brought his an- 
nual earnings from the corporation 
to $500,000. 


In 1924 Gary paid an income tax 


of $473.364.20 and in 1925 a tax of 
$326,680.

Chicago tomorrow and' on Thurs- 
day, will lie in the Gary Memorial 
Church at Wheaton, Ills.
